The difficulty of getting recent con 
tinental drama in translation is the most 
serous hindrance th a t besets the student 
of present day literature. 
A few plays 
of to o or three German, French and 
Italian dramatists are all that are ob­ 
tainable. 
Spanish, French and Seandi 
©avian drama of the new school is in- 
aeeesssiblo except to those 
familiar 
with 
those 
languages. 
Ibsen 
and 
Maeterlinck 
are the only 
dramatic 
authors who appear in English sirnultan. 
eously with their foreign publication. 
This apathy of the English-speaking 
public toward the most significant field 
of a od.*rn literaturei - deplorable. 
< Hir 
own drama is not brought into contrast 
with th a t of other nations, and hence, 
for want of anything better by which to 
judge them, th** inteUeeutunl feeble 
ness, the want of aesthetic principles, 
the moral timidity of our plays escape 
the scorn they deserve. There are signs, 
however, that we are approaching the 
end ol our dramatic night. 
People who 
have read Ibsen and Maeterlink are not 
going to return to the stuff Clyde Fitch 
is ladling out to us from the play writ­ 
ers’ pot au feu. 
Publishing houses are 
recognizing the demand of the public 
for good drama and a movement is be 
ginning, to bring out translations of 
strong new foreign plays. 
Only three! 
have appeared in as many years. 
Scrib- j 
nt*r s brought out Edith 
W hartons 
translation of Suderm ann’s “Joy of Liv­

Grace Polk’s translation of Suderraann’s 
“St. Jo h n ’s Fire.” The appearance of 
this last work is proof of the high aims 
of the University Press and of Miss 
Polk's unusual talent as a translator, 
Suderm ann has b ut one rival in G er­ 
man dram a today: many critics insist 
that he has none. 
However th a t may 
bs, it is certain th a t “Bt. John's Fire ’ is 
On© of the most brilliant and extraordin. 1 
ary play© the author has made. 
The 1 
title is symbolic. 
'The dram atist turns 
a picturesque custom of Germany into ; 
an allegorical background for his sto ry ,1 
On the shortest night of of the year, St. j 
Jo h n ’s Eve, the German peasants lig h t! 
lxmtires and dance and carouse around j 
them all night. 
The custom dates back j 
to heathen times, and Suderm ann makes 
the tires symbolize the outburst in the 
human soul after centuries of Christian 
faith and discipline, of the wild year­ 
ning*- and primeval passions of the un- 
rogenerato 
man. “A spark 
of 
the 
heathen smoulders in us all.” 
there 
comes a moment when it tiares up, the 
demons and wiches hold carnival, the 
wild hunt is abroad, the desires which 
life has not fulfilled and cannot fulfill, 
and which we have justly m urdered 
within us, rise like ghosts and lord it in 
our soul sanctuaries until their hour is 
past and they sink again into darkness. 
Such a moment the dram atist has chos­ 
en for the climax of his play, and ho 
places it on St. Jo h n ’s Eve with the 
glare of the St. Jo h n ’s fires in the back­ 
ground.

mann. Translated by Grace F;. Polk, 


of This City 


T he difficulty of getting recent con­ 
tinental dram a in translation is the most 
serous hindrance t h a t besets the student 
of present day literature. 
A few plays 
of t'*m or three German, F ren ch and 
Italian dram atists are all t h a t are o b ­ 
tainable. 
Spanish. F re n c h and Scandi­ 
navian dram a of the new school is in 
a c c e ssib le except to those 
familiar 
with 
these 
languages. 
Ibsen 
and 
Maeterlinck 
are the only 
dram atic 
authors who appear in English sim u ltan ­ 
eously with their foreign publication. 
This apathy of the 
English-speaking 
public toward the most significant field 
of modern literature is deplorable. 
Our 
own d ra m a is not b ro u g h t into contrast 
with th a t of other nations, and bonce, 
for w an t of anything better by which to 
judge them, the i n t e l l e c t u a l feeble­ 
ness, th e want of aesthetic principles, 
the moral timidity of our plays escape 
the scorn they deserve. 
T here are signs, 
however, th a t we are approaching the 
end of our dram atic night. 
People who 
have read Ibsen and Maoterlink are not 
going to return to the stuff Clyde Fitch 
is ladling out to us from tho play w r i t ­ 
ers’ pot au feu. 
P u blishing houses are 
recognizing the dem and of tho public 
for good dram a and a movement is be 
ginning, to bring out translations of 
strong new foreign plays. 
Only three 
have appeared in as many years. 
S c r ib ­ 
ner's brought out 
E dith 
W h a rto n ’s 
translation of S u d e r m a n n ’s “Joy of Liv­ 
ing;” Harpers 
b ro u g h t out Coleman’s 
translation of 
M aeterlink’s 
“ Monna 
Y a u na;” and Wilson has just issued 
Grace Polk's translation of S uderraann’s 
“St. J o h n ’s Fire.” 
T he appearance of 
this last work is proof of tho high aims 
of the University Press and of Miss 
Folk s unusual talent as a translator. 
S u d e rm a n n has b u t one rival in G e r ­ 
m an d r a m a today: m any critics insist 
t h a t he has none. 
However t h a t may 
b3, it is certain t h a t “St. Jo h n s Fire" is 
one of the most brilliant and e x trao rd in ­ 
ary 
plays the a u th o r has made. 
T he 
title is symbolic. 
T h e dram atist turns 
a picturesque custom of Germany into 
an allegorical background for his story, 
On the shortest night of of the year St. 
J o h n 's Eve, the G erm an peasants light 
bonfires and dance and carouse around 
th em all night. 
T h e custom dates back 
to heath en times, and S uderm ann makes 
the tires symbolize the ou tb u rst in the 
h u m a n soul after centuries of C hristian 
faith and discipline, of the wild y e a r ­ 
nings and primeval passions of the u n ­ 
regenerate 
man. 
“A spark 
of 
the 
h eath en sm oulders in us all.” 
T h e re 
comes a m om ent when it flares up, the 
d em ons and wiches hold carnival, the 
wild h u n t is abroad, the desires which 
life has not fulfilled and cannot fulfill, 
and 
which we have justly m u rd e re d 
within us, rise like ghosts and lord it in 
our soul sanctuaries until their hour is 
past and they sink again into darkness. 
S u c h a m oment the d ram atist has cho s­ 
en for the climax of his play, and 
ho 
places it on St. J o h n ’s Eve with th e 
glare of the St. J o h n ’s tires in the b a c k ­ 
ground. 
T h e plot deals with the love story of 
three people belonging to a well to-do 
farming family in Germany. 
T rude, the 
petted d a u g h te r of the house, is b e ­ 
trothed to her cousin, Georg, a foster- 
son. 
Ho in tu r n has 
always loved 
Marikke, the great figure of the play. 
Marikke is the (laughter of a vagrant 
gipsy woman, was given away when an 
infant by h e r mother, and has been 
b rou g h t up by T r u d e ’s parents as half- 
servant, 
half-poor-relation. 
Marikke 
returns Georg’s passion, b u t d istru st of 
his motives combined with g ra titu d e to 
the house which has sheltered 
th em 
both enable her to crush and success­ 
fully conceal her feeling. 
At last comes 
the time when tho strain oveacorues 
h t resistance. 
A her 
hfi.ritiage of 
lawless 
instincts 
from 
her 
vaga­ 
bond ancestry surges o \ or the barriers 
of self-control and sacrifice. 
“My moth 
or stole. 
I steal too!” silo cries, and 
takes ( ioorg from his bethrothed. 
B u t 
a noble n a tu re never devotes itself to 
renunciation so surely as it does when 
it robs the helpless. 
T he hour of pas 
sion wears itself out. 
Marikko finds 
it 
impossible to contemplate a life of per 
sonal happiness founded on her betrayal 
of hor benefactors. 
As the wild St. 
Jo h n s tires die in the still daw n of 
Christendom, she sends her lover back 
to his betrothed and his duty. 
Miss Polk's translation is at once 
faithful to tho spirit and letter of the 
original, and to the idiom of our own 
tongue. 
It is neither slavish nor c a r e ­ 
less. 
She has succeeded in clothing in 
admirable literary form one of the most 
difficult and evasive of modern writers, 
and the change of language has offered 
tho minimum of injury to a strong and 
beautiful work.
